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Introduction 




Tashlhect is the dominant dialect in the region of souss. Despite some phono- 
logical and lexical variants. TashlheeL is en dowed with a deep unity which enables the 
shleuh to communicate easily from “halui in the North-West, to Ail Bagmraan in the 
south-west ; from Ashtouken in the west to zenaga in the East ; lVc>m Agu in the south to 
tassaout in Marrakesh**. 

This hook consists of two major parts, lessons and texts. The majority of the les- 
sons consist of a small number of phrases and sentences illustrating some grammatical 
point or points. The grammatical notes display the structures that accompany each com- 
petency. The grammatical principles are explained as simply as possible. It is up to the 
teacher or tutor to use more examples and illustrations to explain a given structure. 

The list of vocabulary, which accompanies some competencies, present a short, 
self - contained topic, such as Days of the week. Time . Colors, weather, and so on. 
Each topic relates to the dialogue or text of the Competency. The purpose of the vo- 
cabulary list is to leach a group of related vocabulary words, and to offer realistic situa- 
tions in which the learner can practice these new words. 

A variety of techniques can be used to accomp lish this, sush as Role playing. 
Games. Dialogue Completion, Vi.siial Aids, and Small Group Activities. 

The second pan of the book is a series of fourteen textes. Each text is followed by 
questions that test the learner's comprehension of the passage and provides oral and 
written practice. The content of the texts provides the reader with a broader vocabulary 
and acquaints him / her with Moroccan / Berber culture.
